NECES: EE doubt not but the World believes that, in this Great and Dangerous 
So ers ConjunQure, VVe are heartily and zealouſly concerned for the Proteſtant 
AY Religion, the Laws of the Land, and the Liberties and Properties of the 
Subject. And VVe did reaſonably hope,that the King having Iflued His Pro- 

clamation, and VVrits for a Free Parliament, VVe nught have reſted Secure 

under. the Expectation of that Meeting : But His Majeſty having with- 

drawn Himfelt,and as VVe apprehend,in order to His Departure out of this 

Kingdom, by the Pernicious Counſels of Perſons ill Aﬀe&ed to Our 

V Ve cannot, without being wanting to Our Duty,be filent under thoſe Cala- 

mities, wherein the Popiſh Counſels which fo long prevailed, have miſerably involved theſe Realms. 
V'Ve do therefore Unanimouſly reſolve to apply Our Selves to His Highneſs the Prince of Orange, 
who with ſo, great Kindneſs to theſe Kingdoms, ſo vaſt Expence, and ſo much hazard to his own 
Perſon, hath Undertaken, by endeavouring to Procure a P ree Parliament, to reſcue Us, with as

little Efftuſion, as poſſible, of Chriſtian Blood from the imminent Dangers of Popery and Slavery. 
And V Ve do hereby Declare, That V Ve will, with our utmoſt Endeavours, affiſt his Highneſs - : 
in the obtaining ſuch a Parliament with all ſpeed, wherein Our Laws,Our Liberties and Properties 
may be ſecured,the Church of England in particular,with a due Liberty to Proteſtant Diſſenters,and 
in general the Proteſtant Religion-and Intereſt over the whole V Vorld may be Supported and 
Encourzged;to the Glory of God,the Happineſs ofthe Eſtabliſhed Government in theſe Kingdoms, | 
And the Advantage of all Princes and States in Chriſtendom, that may be herein concerned. _ 
{7 In the mean time, VVe will Endeayour to Preſgrve, as much as in Us lies, the Peace and Se- 
 curity of theſe great and populousCities of London and Weſtminſter and the Parts Adjacent, v4 taking 
Care to Difarm all Papilts, and Secure all Jeſuits and Romuſh Prieſts who are 1n or about the ſame. 
And if there be any thing more to be performed by Us,for promoting His Highneſs's Generous 
Tatentions for the Publick Good, V Ve ſhall be ready to do it as occaſion ſhall Require,
